EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In claim 1, line 2, a comma was inserted after "paper". 

In claim 1, line 3, a comma was inserted after "part" and the phrase 
-including an internal wall— was inserted after "body". 

Claim 4 has been canceled. 

In claim 5, line 2, a comma — was inserted after "sheet" and a comma was 
inserted after "part". 

In claim 5, line 3, the phrase -including an internal wall- was inserted after 
"body". 

In claim 7, line 2, a comma --,— was inserted after "sheet" and a comma — ,— was 
inserted after "part". 
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In claim 23, line 2, a comma was inserted after "sheet" and a comma 
was inserted after "part". 

The above changes to the claims 1, 5, 7 and 23 were made to clear up various 
minor informalities and insure the claim language is clear and accurate. Note the 
addition of the language "including an internal wall" was to insure the claims are 
consistent with the disclosure in the specification since the slit is disclosed as being 
formed on an internal wall of the printer (as opposed to the printer main body), for 
example, on paragraph [0045] on page 10 of the specification. Additionally, claim 4 was 
canceled, as recommended by the Examiner, since claim 4 as amended appeared to be 
unpatentable with respect to the teachings of Nakai (US 5,820,282) in Figure 7 and 
additionally the subject matter of claim 4 (as amended) was not appropriately illustrated 
in the drawings.
